or Prajudice whatſoever. 


hic h, upon the Humble Petition of Lewis Maidwell, 

the laſt Sejion, were referrd by the Honorable 
 Howfe of Commons to a Committee, and approv'd of by 
the Honorable Committee, as ſerviceable tothe Ma- 
tion: alſo order d, with the method of its Support, to 
be reported as ſuch, and that leave ſhould be de- 
fir d, to bring in a Bil for the ſame. But the Seſſon 
being far ſpent, its Progreſs was deferrd to a more 
convenient opportunity : Wherefore thoſe Propoſals 
are now more fully explain'd, and humbly ſubmitted 
to the Great IM iſdom of the Parliament. 


Tz ewis Maidwell, of the Pariſh of St James Weltminſter, at his 


own proper Colts, in the Pariſh aforcſaid, hath erected a larg Houſe 
and other Buildings, fir to be a public Schole, and is willing to 
give the ſame, which coſt him above 20001. building, for the 
dwelling of a Maſter, Uſhers, Servants and Forty Scholars, which Scholars 
are to be inſtructed in the Latin, Grec and French Tongues , in . Arithmetic, 
and the uſe of the Globes, ſo as to be wel qualified to be admitted into one of 
the Univerſities of this Realin. And he has found out and propoſed an eaſy 
and uſeful method to ſupport the ſaid Public Schole, whereby always Forty 
Scholars are to have their Dyer, Waſhing, Lodging and Learning Gratis for 
Four Years, from Thirteen to Seventeen Years of Age; and alſo the yearly _ 
Exhibitiens her-aiter mentioned, after they ſhal be elected, and ſent to one of 
the ſaid Univerſities, or on board one of his Majeſties Ships of War. And wil 
\ rorcover ſettle an Eſtate of about 300 J. per ann. after his Death, for the foun- 
dation of four Fellowſhips, in one cr both of the ſaid Univerſities, or other- 
wife diſpoſe it, according to the Pleaſure of Parliament, for the Advantage of 
the ſaid Schule. | 


And the ſaid Jen Maidwell does humbly beſeech That the Moſt Reverend 
Fathers in Cod the Arch-Biſhops of Canterbury and Tork, The Right Honora- 
ble the Lord Chancellor or Kzeper, Lord Preſident, Lord Treaſurer, or Firſt 
Commiſſioner. Lord Admiral, or Firſt Commiſſioner, the Chancellors of both 
Unverlities, the Bonorable Mr Spcaker of the Houſe of Commons, with 
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the Maſter of the ſaid Schole, and their Succeſſors, may be Governors of the 
ſaid Schole; And that Lewis Maidwell be and continue Maſter of the ſaid Schole 


during his Lite. 


And the ſail Governors and their Succeſſors have ful Authority 
under their Common Seal, to ordain Rules and Statutes tor the Government 
and Improvement of the {aid Schole, The tame not being repugnant to his 
Majeſties Prærogative Royal, nor to the Laws nor Statutes of this Realm, nor 
to any Eccleſiaſtical Canon or Conſtitution of the Church of Exgland, nor to 
any Cuſtom or Statute of either of the Univerſities of this Realm then in 


force and uſe. 


And it hath been propoſed, and is intended by the ſaid Lewis Maid well, 
at the Expiration of four years, after the end of this preſent Setlion of 
Parliament, and ſo yearly for ever hereafter, that Ten Scholars, being of the 
Foundation of the ſaid Schole, ſhall be elected by the faid Governors, tor 
one or both the Univerſities of this Realm, there to abide, and be inſtructed : 
Yet nevertheleſs, Some of the Ten Scholars, in caſe they ſhall be fo inclined, and 
deſire the ſame, may be ſent and plac d with the Favour of his Majeſties Let- 
ter, on board ſome of his Majeſties Ships of War, to continu and be inſtructed 
in Navigation, for the Honor and Service of the Nation; and that cach of 
the Ten Scholars, to be elected as aforeſaid, ſhall receive from the jaid Gover- 
nors a yearly allowance of 20 l. towards their Maintenance and Inſtruction, for 
four years, or ſo long time thereof as they ſhal continu in the ſaid Univerſities, 


or on board any of his Majeſties Ships of War. 


To the end ſo good and commendable a Deſign might be the more effectually 
ſupported, and accompliſhed, It was humbly propos d to the Honorable 
Committee, that Lewis Maidwell during his life, and after his death the Co- 
vernors of the ſaid Schole, ſhould by direction and authority of Parliament, 
erect a Publick Office of Intelligence; have and uſe the ſole power of Print- 
ing and Publiſhing the ſeveral Things hereafter mentioned, —— Al 
Advertiſements and Notifications of Eſtates, in Lands, Houſes and Offices; or 
of all Goods and Chattels to be let, bought or fold ; and of al Goods or 
Chattels which may be loſt, ſtrayed, ſtoln, or carried away; and of al Car- 
ricrs and Coach-Bils, al Bils for Voyages, and al Bils of Auctions, Games, 
Prizes, Fightings, Plays, Shews, &c. —— whatever elſe this Honorable 


Houſe (hal think fit. 


And no other Perſon whatſoever Print or Publiſh any of the ſaid 
Advertiſements or Bils under a Penalty of —— and each Perſon tor Printing 


or Publiſhing any Advertiſement pay the ſumm of —— 


Except ſuch Perſon or Perſons who ſhall be authorized to Print or Publiſh 
the London Gazette; to whom it may be lawful to publiſh Advertiſements, 


as they have bin uſually printed and publiſhed in the ſaid Gazette. > 2 


Which eaſy Method of its Support, befides the Innocent Fund of 2 General 
Good, was then unanimouſly receiv'd, thought very advantageous for Trade, 
and beneficial ro the Subject; fince ſuch a neceſſary Paper, fill'd only with 
Advertiſements of al ſorts, and methodicaly digeſted, being difpers'd by Au- 
thority thrice every week in London, and the Chief Towns of Exgland, would 
be more and more enquired atter; whereas at preſent Intelligences are of lit- 
tle uſe, and unregarded, as they are endors'd on the Common News Papers, 
as the Flying Poſt, Poſt Boy, &c. which are in danger weekly to be ſuppreſs d 


for faile News, or other indiſcretions. 
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
